REAPPORTIONMENT 
TROUBLES STATES

WASHINGTON, March 15.—(®)— 
Thirty-two states are confronted with 
the problem of redistricting both 
area and population under the new 
reapportionment law and. most of 
them are having plenty of trouble. 

All have been officially notified of 
the new number of seats in the house 
of representatives they are to have be- 
ginning with the seventy-third con- 
gress. William Tyler Page, house 
clerk, sent notices to state secretaries 
immediately after the automatic law 
became effective at noon March 4. 

Twenty-one states’ lose 27 seats to 
11 states under the law, based on the 
1930 census, excluding Indians not 
taxed. Those losing seats are hav- 
ing more difficulty than those gain- 
ing and incidentally, the political 
|careers of at least a score of house 
|members will be affected. 

Those gaining also are having some 
'trouble, but if they fail to redistrict 
| before the 1932 elections the addi- 
|tional members can run from. the 
|state at large. It may be. necessary 
for members in losing states which 
fail to redistrict to run at large. 

| The new apportionment is the first 
since 1913, although the constitution 
provides that house seats be reappor- 
tioned on the basis of each decennial 
census. 

Congress 


failed to enact a_ reap- 


_portionment law in 1920 and succeed- 


ing years until the automatic law 
was ssed in 1929, which provides 
that beginning with the seventy-third 


congress which convenes in 1933, the 
seats be reapportioned every fifth 
congress on the basis of decennial cen- 
suses. Unsuccessful efforts were made 
to change the law in the recent con- 
gress to provide for an increase in 
membership. 

The state legislatures have before 
them the question of redistricting ac- 
cording to the new alignment as an- 
nounced by President Hoover last No- 
vember on the basis of census figures. 

Under the new distribution, Cali- 
fornia gains. nine, Micihgan four, 
Texas three. New Jersey, New York 
and Ohio two each, and Connecticut, 
Florida, North Carolina.

Passengers on Truck 
Are Witnesses. 


WILMINGTON, N. C., March 15. 
(P)—Five county officers mistook a 
mail truck for a rum runner today, 
precipitating a gun battle in which 
the truck driver and a deputy sheriff 
were slain. 

Leopold Roberts, 28, of Dudley, N. 
C., a driver under government con- 
tract, and Deputy W. T. Starling, 35, 


one of the raiding party, were the 
| victims of the ghastly error of early 


morning. 

Sheriff John R. Morris, of New 
Hanover county, speaking for the dep- 
uties who themselves declined com- 
ment, said the five raiders had set 
out on a police tip that a load of 
liquor was being run into the city. 
They mistook the mail truck for the 
runner, and called on the driver to 
halt. 

Instead, Roberts jumped from the 
truck, Sheriff Morris said, and open- 
ed fire. Starling was wounded twice 
and dropped. The fire was returned} 
and Roberts was bowled over with 
four shots in his body. 

Both men died before they could be 
taken to a hospital. 

An inquest was called later. 

Inquiry Still Incomplete. _ 

The investigation, conducted behind 
closed doors, continued until late to- 
night, and Coroner Asa W. Allen 
said he did not expect it to be com- 
pleted until possibly late tomorrow. 

Witnesses examined included three 
young Wilmington women who were 
riding with Roberts, and the four 
deputies who survived the battle. The 
officers were E. J, Hale, lL. M. Mas- 
sey, A. P. Crews ané Porter Davis. 

Sheriff Morris, in his statement of 
the shooting, said the mail truck

‘liquor, and that Roberts opened fire 


on the officers when they approached 
the truck after stopping another ma- 
chine on a bridge on the outskirts 
of the city. 

His statement follows:

A tactical surprise was essential to 
suceess, as the strength of the posi- 
tion would permit small enemy forces 
to inflict heavy losses on attacking 
troops, and therefore no time should 
be afforded the enemy to bring up 
reinforcements. The salient ‘had been 
regarded for some time as a quiet 
sector and was usually occupied by 
seven enemy divisions in the front 
line, with two in reserve. It was 
estimated that the enemy could re- 
inforce it by two divisions in two 
days, two more in three days, and as 
many divisions as were available in 
four days.

The attack was difficult in that 
the troops on the south were required 
to make a change’in direction of 60 
degrees during the advance. The 
long-range guns of Metz covered the 
Moselle valley as far as Pagny-sur- 
Moselle, and the enemy’s positions on 
the heights to the east and west of 
the Moselle gave each other mutual 
support. These factors made it ad- 
visable to refase our right and make 
no attempt initially to carry the! 
heights on the west bank of the’ 
river. 

The final infantry deployment along 
the front of departure was delayed 
generally until the night of Septem- 
ber 11-12, to avoid the possibility of 
the enemy gaining information of the 
additional strength on the front by 
the capture of prisoners.

Fooled Germans on Bombardment. 

As the plans for the bdttle neared 
completion the duration of the pre- 
liminary artillery bombardment came 
up for consideration as effecting the 
element of surprise. Practically all 
; previous attacks by the Allies had 
been preceded by severe bombardments, 
in some instances lasting days. If we 
should pursue the same method the 
enemy would, of course, be fully warn- 
ed of the attack. I decided therefore 
that there should be only enough pre- 
liminary artillery fire to disconcert the 
enemy and still not leave him time to 
withdraw or bring up reserves in any: 
number before we could attack. 

A reasonable amount of firing 
would give encouragement to our own 
troops an would be especially advan- 
tageous in case rain should make the 
ground difficult for the tanks. The 
length of time for the preliminary 
bombardment was therefore ‘fixed at 
four hours, which proved wise.

FOR SOVIET FARM 


New Scheme To Give 
Greater Returns to 
Those Who Work. 


MOSCOW, March 15.—(4)—Plans 
for reorganization of all _ collective 
farms in soviet Russia along lines 
which seemingly resemble capitalistic 
methods but which are expected to 


achieve results in output far exceed- 
ing the five-year plan, were outlined 
in a resolution presented to the all- 
union congress for approval today. 

In presenting the proposal, Commis- 
sar of Agriculture Yakublev said the 
communal farm movement already is 
a success with more than 9,000,000 

easant families having joined the 
arms. However, he added that offi- 
cials admit there are numerous de- 
fects and unsolved problems in the 
present system. 

Under the new scheme, the commis-

Previously, peasant families joining 
the collective farms have made cer- 
tain contributions of live stock and 
farm equipment to the common fund. 
Many of these then did as little work 
as possible with the industrious ones 
deing an undue portion of the work. 
This. resulted in- the government not 
receiving the percentage of grain to 
which it was entitled under the pro- 
visions of the collective farm plan. 

At the same time the slack worker 
would share equally with the hard 
toilers in the proceeds. Under the new 
proposal the government will empha- 
size the dictum of “only those who 
work may eat.” 

The piece work system already is 
in use in a number of soviet facto- 
ries and experiments recently were 
made of the method on_ collective 
farms with excellent results, accord- 
ing to Yakubley. 

‘The reorganization plan, while con- 
templating the maximum labor of 
every able-bodied man and woman on 
the farm, will provide a separate fund 
to care for the children and the sick 
and injured. 

Yakublev told the congress many 
of the hated kulaks (rich peasant 
farmers) are on their last legs. He 
cited figures showing they sold 126,- 
000,000 pounds of grain in the fiscal 
year of 1926-1927, while last year 
the government obtained from the col- 
lective farms 487,000,000 pounds. 

“The problem of agriculture in the 
U. S. S. R. is already solved,” Ya- 
kublev said. ‘“‘And the day of the 
kulak is passing. In many districts 
he has already disappeared.” 

Although he did not explain what 
has been done with these kulaks, it is 
understood that the majority have 
been exiled to the northern districts 
and Siberia where they are permitted 
to make a living by manual labor or 
in opening up barren tracts of lands. 

The commissar told the congress 
that Russia has the largest farms in 
the world. One of them, he said, con- 
tains over 200,000 hectares (a hec- 
tare is almost 21-2 acres). He added 
that 65,000,000 hectares are under 
cultivation in collective farms, in ad- 
dition to 5,000,000 hectares in state 
farms. A shortage of live stock was 
increased last year when under pres- 
sure of collectivization, many peas- 
ants, fearing confiscation of their cat- 
tle, slaughtered over 50 per cent of 
their stock. Joseph Stalin then warned 
them to go slow but the damage al- 
ready had been done.
